If some members of the profession are worried about 
their own or other members’ inefficiency they may 
perhaps want to do something about it and that is 
where I can help 

The Office Management Association has just issued 
a book called “Form Design”, which has nothing to 
do with sculpture but lays down the principles of good 
form (for filling in) design. Although this may not be 
of vital interest to architects, considered with the next 
book “So You're Going To A Meeting” by Walter 
Puckey, it will no doubt help you to increase your 
efficiency. This second book contains a lot of good 
sense about calling and running meetings and many 
chairmen under whom I have sat, or sit, would benefit 
by reading it. The book is somewhat marred by a 
heavy-handed facetiousness which does not even spare 
us the chairman’s-speech woman’s-skirt analogy. 

My favourite remark about committees was made 
by the first Lord (A. J.) Balfour. A woman once said 
to him that she considered that any luncheon which 
did not lead to the formation of a committee was a 
waste of time. Lord Balfour replied that he on the 
contrary was firmly of the opinion that a committee 
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meeting which did not lead to a luncheon appointment 
was not worth attending. 

And if this is still not enough, Gaumont British 
recently showed three American efficiency films at the 
National Film Theatre. These films dealt with business 
relations and site meetings and although not specifically 
directed at the building industry they make their points 
well and simply.

Articled Pupilage 


Sir—It is high time the anachronism, “ Articled 
Pupilage,” was critically examined by the R.LB.A. It is 
likely that, as a result of this, the Institute may change 
its present policy of condoning the practice and providing 
model forms of indenture. 

Articled pupilage, for three or five years, with or with- 
out premium, give the pupil, today, no advantages what- 
ever. But disadvantages there are many 

If he is not to lose his local reputation and part of his 
premium he is tied to one office whether this may be good 
for him or not. Pupils usually remain articled. But is 
this wise ? 

If we take the instance of a student serving articles of 
five years duration, who has passed his intermediate 
examinations ‘after four, there is the tragic case of serving 
articles for one more year when he may, in the free market, 
earn £500. Bearing in mind the other four years it be- 
comes clear that the student has lost £1,000 income while 
paying £100 premium. It is true that this latter is some- 
times paid back and often a few shillings are added 

The articled pupil learns no more than the normal 
assistant. His signed indentures represent a dubious testi- 
monial of five years of artificially limited experience when 
he has served his bondage and are of no specific advantage 
whatever. 

Only the ignorance of the facts concerning architectural 
education, of students and their parents, significantly most 
frequently found in the smaller provincial centres, leads 
to the perpetuation of this evil way of acquiring cheap 
labour, often under false pretences. 

[he irrelevance of articled pupilage to architectural 
education is clearly reflected in the silence on the subject 
in the report of the Joint Committee published last 
February. I feel it is the duty of the R.I.B.A. to take a 
more positive step

Planning Grants for Scotland 


The Secretary of State for Scotland 
has issued to local planning auatho- 
rities an Explanatory Memorandum 
outlining the new scheme of grants 
provided for in the Town and Country 
Planning (Scotland) Act, 1954 

Under the Act of 1947, grants were 
payable in respect of loss incurred by 
the authority on the acquisition and 
clearing for redevelopment purposes 
of land, being either areas of exten- 
war damage, or areas of bad lay- 
development, or 
individal Grants were also 
payable in respect of expenditure 
incurred by the authority in the pay- 
ment of compensation under the 1947 
Act. The scheme was complicated in 
that the grants were in some cases at 
varying rates for different periods and 
in other cases at fixed rates; in all 
cases the rate of grant was dependent 
on the financial standing of the

THESIS REPORT, by KEITH J. EVANS, 


N ICHAEL Pattrick, Principal of the A.A., recently 
4 defined a good thesis as a real contribution to 
knowledge and not only of value to the student but a help 
to those who follow. 


Your thesis must not merely be a compilation of 
factual information, but should have a definite theme, 
developed by logical argument towards a constructive end, 
united throughout by your own personal comments and 
suggestions.” 


Those words are mine written in an article on the 
problem of writing a thesis. In the same article under the 
heading of choice of subject | commented upon the fact 
that many students felt they were expected to chose a 
subject out of the ordinary run of everyday practice. 
Whilst, I pointed out a thesis should be a contribution to 
knowledge there was no reason for choosing an odd sub- 
ject unless you had some logical reason for so doing 


On the question of choice of subject I suggested that 
students choose one in which they were interested, one 
which would be of assistance to them in after life and for 
which they could carry out research at first hand. 


Mr. Pattrick’s definition and my own suggestions 
written years ago came back to me when I had had the 
pleasure of reading Mr. Keith Evan's thesis report on a 
Riverside Lido for the administrative capital of Wales 
Cardiff. This thesis obtained Mr. Evans a distinction 
and well it might. It is as one architect who like myself

has had the pleasure of studying the work stated, “ An 
excellent piece of work.” Beautifully presented and 
written in a lucid and convincing manner. In this par- 
ticular case the latter was all important 


Knowing Cardiff, | can well understand why Mr. Evans 
chose this subject. The answer is set out in some detail 
in the chapter on Background Survey under existing 
facilities under which heading he has very astutely in- 
corporated the need for a Lido. This is the section which, 
from a selling point of view, the writer scored. As one 
reads through this work one has the feeling that he is 
doing more than just compile a thesis he is attempting to 
sell an idea, not because he hopes to be the architect, 
but he believes that there is a need for this lido. And so 
there is—a crying need. This is borne out by the selection 
of press cuttings and for the reception Mr. Evan's thesis 
has received from the local press. Not only did it make 
front page news in the Cardiff and South Wales Times 
but one inside page was also devoted to illustrating the 
scheme. The 280,000 people of Cardiff, to say nothing 
about the thousands in the mining hinterland, owe a debt 
to Mr. Evans for putting before the authorities an ideal

“THIS was the first school of its kind in Scandinavia and 
the architect had an interesting problem to solve, 
tarting from scratch 

It is important to realize at the outset that a mentally 
retarded child is not mentally ill, he is backward. 
Physically he can be perfectly normal, although, of course, 
there are a great many who are deformed. His main dis- 
advantage is that he feels isolated from other children, he 

innot keep up with them at school, and therefore has 
ttle chance of normal development. When put in the 

sht surroundings, however, he can frequently surpass a 

mal child, as he seems to be less easily distracted 
Very frequently he excels in any form of handicraft 

Chis school was designed to fit round the problems of 
the backward child, and since it has been completed, the 
time and tempo of the work in the school has been geared 
to the children. 

Che architect aimed at building a place where these 
particular children can feel safe, where they can develop 
in their own way, and where they can be understood and 
helped. It was decided that the school should have a 
homely atmosphere, yet should clearly express its function 

Che safety of the children has, of course, been borne in 
mind throughout, but it was not considered good policy to 
over-protect the children from the ordinary mishaps of 
every-day life, such as trapping their fingers in hinged 
doors. They are trained to use such items properly, and 
are therefore better equipped to cope with the outside 
world 

The school stands on a fine site, but there were many 
restrictions through regulations and the position of the 
existing buildings. The architect wanted to build a single- 
storey building, but as this was impossible he collected 
together all the rooms which are not solely for the use of 
the children and put them on the upper floor. The site 
gently rises from the level of the surrounding roads, and 
can be seen from all round. The building lying on the 
highest part of the site also gently rises towards the centre 
and gives the effect that it is following the contours of 
the site.

It is built in four sections around the central hall, which 
gives good, all-round supervision. There is an adminis 
trative wing, a section for babies from one year old to 
three years old, an infants’ section taking children from 
three to seven, and a section for children of seven or over 
The latter section has a carpentry shop and a workshop 
equipped with looms. 

The walls and hedges surrounding the buildings have 
been cleverly and discreetly arranged so that they auto- 
matically lead the children into one main entrance. Each 
section has its own entrance off the main hall, and is self- 
contained with its own cloakrooms and lavatory accom- 
modation. The entrance to each section is painted a 
different colour, an idea which is carried throughout the 
school and applies to any room or piece of equipment 
belonging to a particular section. 

The administrative section is on two floors and contains 
staff rooms, kitchens, medical rooms, offices, and a flat for 
the headmistress. 

The building is planned on a five-metre module, giving 
a simple construction with all beams and joists of identical 
lengths. The two internal bearing walls are fire resistant 
The external panel walls are almost completely glazed 

The five-metre module has made the rooms deep in rela- 
tion to the length of window available to the room. There 
is plenty of light, but it is unevenly distributed. As these 
rooms are primarily play rooms, it was considered that 
this would be satisfactory 

The problem of keeping out glare from the high summer 
sun, yet admitting all the low winter sun, was solved by 
giving the roof a single pitch with a heavy overhang. At 
a lower level there is a canopy of obscured glass. This 
has proved very successful, and on a sunny day in mid- 
winter the sun penetrates right to the back of the room 

Ihe single pitched roof has the added advantage that 
it tends to dispel the institutional atmosphere which the 
high rooms might otherwise have had. The use of vary- 
ing colours in each room has also helped in this respect 
as it changes the atmosphere of what would otherwise be a 
series of identical rooms.

Furnishings and fittings have been designed to the 
children’s scale. All swing doors have two glazed panels, 
one at the adults’ eye level and one at the children’s. 
Large areas of walling have been broken up in an attempt 


to keep them from becoming overpowering 
Heating is via radiant panels in the ceiling. This 
system was found to give the most even heat at floor level 
The staff who work in the building are full of 
enthusiasm for the way in which it works, and it is indeed 
a pleasant building to look at.

giving advice on technical matters 
must be of the highest possible 
standard. Very often we read of large 
sums of damages being awarded to 
successful plaintiffs in actions 
brought against professional men who, 
as a result of some error or act of 
negligence in a diagnosis, specification 
or report, have caused physical suffer- 
ing or material damage to the plain- 
tiff. Even more actions—many in- 
volving considerable payments—are 
settled out of Court, either by mutual 
agreement between the parties, or as 
the result of arbitration, the over- 
riding considerations being to avoid 
the adverse publicity and heavy legal 
expenses of a High Court action. 


In this article, it is proposed to con- 
sider some of the claims that can be 
made against architects in these days 
when people are becoming more and 
more litigation conscious; and to 
show what facilities exist in the com- 
mercial Insurance market to help the 
architect to meet the claims and costs 
that may be awarded against him, A 
brief comment will also be made on 
the insurance requirements of an 
architect in respect of original plans 
which are constantly subject to fire, 
or even burglary peril, whilst in the 
office, or to total disappearance during 
transit 


Under present conditions architects 
are especially liable to have claims 
brought against them for alleged error 
or neglect. There are many ways in 
which such claims can arise. Persons 
who consult architects rely on him for 
such matters as the accuracy of plans, 
specifications, designs, quantities, and 
tenders which he prepares, and the 
general supervision of the erection 
and construction of the building. 
Claims may arise under any of these 
headings. Also an architect will 
always be liable for negligence result- 
ing in his over-certifying advances to 
the builder, except in cases—as will 
be seen later—in which he is acting in 
an impartial capacity, also for certify- 
ing for improper or incorrect charges 
in the course of his duties. The per- 
son seeking an architect's opinion may 
not necessarily be concerned with new 
property, and claims may therefore 
arise of alleged failure to report on 
defects in a drainage system, or out 
of failure to discover some latent fault 
in a building which has been sur- 
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AND THE 


veyed. It may be alleged that an 
architect has failed to comply with a 
specification, or that sub-standard 
material has been used: damp or dry 
rot may develop in a finished build- 
ing, rainwater may seep through, or 
shrinkage may occur in the joists. 
Further an architect, when acting in 
the position of a quasi-arbitrator 
between building owner and builder, 
can often incur liability. True, when 
he is manifestly acting as an impartial 
judge, and there is complete absence 
of fraud or collusion, his judgment 
can not be impeached, and his deci- 
sion will be final. Major difficulties 
can arise however, and this is an im- 
portant point, when the architect's 
duties towards the building owner as 
employer overlap and coincide with 
his quasi-judicial duties, as between 
the building owner and the builder: 
then, the question to be decided is, did 
the alleged negligence take place when 
the architect was acting in the capa- 
city of impartial referee or as agent 
of the building owner. The terms of 
the contract have to be very closely 
examined, and, even though no claim 
can be substantiated against the archi- 
tect, heavy costs may be involved. 
Finally, errors or omissions on the 
part of the architect's staff may lead 
to claims from such causes as erron- 
eous acceptance of a tender, omis- 
sions from a specification, or errors 
in the measurements or the copying 
of plans. 


ARCHITECT’S INDEMNITY 
POLICY 


It will be seen from the forgoing 
that what an architect requires from 
his underwriter, is virtually a guaran- 
tee that his work, and that of his 
assistants and employees, will be per- 
formed with such skill and accuracy 
as his client may legally expect, 
together with an indemnity in respect 
of legal expenses which he may have 
to meet to defend himself against 
unsubstantiated claims. This guarantee 
is broadly given by the usual Archi- 
tect’s Indemnity Policy underwritten 
in the commercial insurance market, 
and it is proposed to comment in 
detail on the more important aspects 
of the Policy. The word broadly is 
used advisedly, for there have to be 
reasonable limitations in certain 
policies so that an underwriter can 
equate the risks, and quote a premium 
which is reasonable to a prospective 
Assured: thus, the length of time in 


ARCHITECT 


which the Principals have been in 
practice is an important underwriting 
factor in rating, and newly practising 
architects might be asked to be them- 
selves responsible for a substantial 
part of any loss arising. Again, the 
claims record of a particular architect 
may force underwriters to insist that 
he bear a proportion of a certain type 
of claim which has in the past been 
costly. 


It will be appreciated that there are 
differences in the policy clauses used 
by various insurers, but the average 
Policy will commence with the plain 
Statement that the Company or under- 
writers will indemnify the Assured in 
respect of all claims made against the 
Assured or his executors or legal 
personal representatives through any 
neglect, default or error, or alleged 
neglect, default or error on the part 
of the Assured, his Partners, or his 
servants in the conduct of his business 
as Architect. This clause in the policy 
relies upon the accepted insurance 
principle of the utmost good faith 
being exercised on the part of the 
Assured, and thus by inference ex- 
cludes anything which arises out of 
a deliberate act, or the studied 
policy, of the Assured, and further- 
more excludes claims arising from 
infidelity, libel, slander and fraud on 
the part of the Assured. The limit 
of the Insurer’s liability in respect of 
claims and legal fees is clearly stated 
in the Policy, and this deserves special 
comment. It is important that an 
architect when seeking coverage, in- 
sures for an amount which bears a 
relationship to the type of business he 
may be handling; thus an architect 
who specialises in the design of in- 
dividual private dwelling houses 
requires a far smaller indemnity limit 
than an architect who designs large 
municipal buildings, or industrial 
plants. 


RECOVERY OF FEES 


Ranking in importance with the 
“Insuring” Clause above, and the 
limit of indemnity, are the provisions 
in the Policy concerning Legal Fees 
and the handling of Claims. These 
provisions fall into two categories 
which will be dealt with separately. In 
the first section Insurers agree to in- 
demnify the Assured in respect of 
80 per cent of all costs incurred by 
the Assured in connection with Legal 
proceedings taken by him for the 
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recovery of Professional Fees due in 
accordance with the Scale of Profes- 
sional Charges of the professional 
body with which the Assured is assoc- 
iated by membership or otherwise. 

This is subject to certain limitations 
thus 


l The Assured must have insti- 
tuted proceedings for recovery of Fees 
claimed as due. 


* 


2. The party sued must have indi- 
cated his intention to defend the 
action on the grounds of his non- 
liability or by way of a counter-claim 
such as would be covered by the 
“Insuring” Clause above. 


3. The Insurer must have taken a 
competent legal opinion that such 
action could be pursued with the pro- 
bability of success. 


It is usual for Insurers to limit their 
liability in respect of actions to re- 
cover Fees to a percentage—usually 
10—of the indemnity limit specified in 
the policy 


The second section deals with 
claims actually brought against the 
Assured and lays down the method 
of handling such claims in the fairest 
manner than can be contrived. It is 
appreciated that allegations may prove 
very difficult for an Architect to dis- 
pute, so, although the Insurer reserves 
the right to exercise full discretion in 
the conduct of any negotiations or 
proceedings or the settlement of any 
claim, the Assured shall not be re- 
quired legally to contest any claim 
unless a Queen's Counsel (to be 
mutually agreed upon by the Insurer 
and the Assured) advises that the 
claim could be successfully contested 
by the Assured and the Assured con- 
sents to the claim being contested, 
such consent not to be unreasonably 
withheld. In the event of a difference 
of opinion between the Assured and 
the Insurer as to what constitutes an 
unreasonable refusal to contest a 
claim at law, the President for the 
time being of the professional body 
with which the Assured is associated 
by membership or otherwise, shall 
nominate a referee to decide this 
point only, and the decision of such 
referee shall be binding on the Insurer 
and the Assured. The Insurer will 
bear all costs, charges, and expenses 
of such actions provided the limit of 
indemnity is not exceeded. If a pay- 
ment in excess of indemnity has to be 
made to dispose of a claim, the 
Insurer will bear the same proportion 
of the costs, etc., as the indemnity 
limit bears to the amount paid to dis- 
pose of the claim. 


With regard to claims in general, 
their handling under policies of this 
nature, where the professional reputa- 
tion of the Assured in generally at 


stake, requires considerable diplomacy 
on the part of the underwriters, and 
co-operation on the part of the 
Assured. The Assured, for the sake 
of his good name, is generally anxious 
to settle the claim, irrespective of cost, 
and it calls for no little tact on the 
part of the claims assessor to dispose 
of the claim in the best interest of 
all parties, and without offending the 
susceptibilities of his Assured 


CONTINUITY OF 
POLICIES 


The next point to be considered is 
the period of the policy, and what 
claims can attach thereto. Usually, 
the policy provides indemnity § in 
respect of those claims made against 
the assured during the period of the 
policy, irrespective of when the work 
was done, but certain policies grant 
indemnity only in respect of work 
actually done during the currency of 
the policy. Consequently, it is of 
vital importance for an architect, if 
he has changed his Insurer, to make 
certain that there has been no break 
in the continuity of his policies. A 
case recently arose in which a build- 
ing started to collapse, and the archi 
tect’s current Indemnity Policy 
covered negligence occurring on work 
being performed during the period of 
the policy. On investigation, it was 
found that the reason for the collapse 
was that insufficient tests of the 
ground had been made before the 
building, which was some fourteen 
storeys high, was erected, and conse 
quently additional piling which should 
have been used at the particular 
danger point, was in fact omitted. All 
the test holes and calculations had 
been made before the inception of 
this policy, and consequently there 
was no coverage because the negli 
gence actually arose before the policy 


was taken out 


Finally, a few words § about 
premium. Insurers assess the pre 
mium for architect's Indemnity 
Policies by considering the number of 
staff employed, the qualifications and 
experience of each individual member 
of the staff, and the type of work 
which is done. The indemnity limit 
and the claims record are then con- 
sidered, and the final premium 
assessed. In certain cases this may 
seem heavy, but it can be reduced by 
the inclusion of a No Claims Bonus, 
which has the effect of ridding the 
Insurers of small claims. A sizeable 
reduction of premium can be effected 
if the Assured elects to bear the first 
£100 or £500 of any claim brought 
against him. 


The facilities of the commercial 
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insurance market that have just been
